:aken a vacation in Washington to 
come here and get something against 
he union labor administration o£ this 


PRESIDENT'S PRIVATE CAR

A Woman in Philadelphia 


Charged With the Death 


of Five Persons. 


Philadelphia, Nov. 29.—The most re- 


markable case of wholesale poisoning 
of persons to secure insurance money 
that has ever been unearthed in this 
city is charged against Bridget Carey, 
who was arrested at a late hour last 
night by Detectives Isaacs and Miller 
| and Deputy Coroner Paul. The wora- 
j an, who is 32 years old, is charged 


with having poisoned her 
hushand, 


Patrick, her 'two children, Mary, aged 
8 years, and Annje, aged 6, who died 
a week ago, and Patrick and Cecelia 
Cook, tenants in the Carey house at 
1942 Hamilton street. 


All of the alleged victims died wlth- 


I in eleven months and the police al- 


i iege that Mrs. Carey benefited by their 


d«a.ths to the extent of $1.000 through 
the collection of insurance. The wom- 
an's- arrost followed an investigation 
made into the deaths of her two chil- 
dren, which occurred last week. 
It 


was safd at the time that their deaths 
were cansed by eating poisoned candy 
or candy that contained 
deleterious 


substances. 
An analysis 
of 
candy 


such as the children are said to have 
purchased showed that it contained 
no poisonous 
substance 
and when 


Coroner's Physician Wadsworth made 
an analysis of the stomachs of the 
children he found that the little girls 
died from arsenical poisoning. 


Children Insured for 
$125. 


According to Captain of Detectives 


Donaghy it was learned that the chil- 
dren were insured for $125 each and 
that Mrs. Carey collected this amount 
after their deaths. The police officials 
say they learned that the woman had 
secured rat poison and 
on further 


investigation it was found that 
Pat- 


rick and Cecelia Cook, brother and 
sister, who lived with Mrs. Carey, had 
died within a few months under 
sus- 


picious circumstances. 


Miss Cook hail been the lessor of 


the house and M;rs. Carey was a ten- 
ant. 
The police officials say that Miss 


Cook was insured for $200 in favor of 
Patrick Cook, her brother.' and that 
on AUR. 13 she died. Patrick had been 
Insured for $500 In favor of his sister. 
He collected the Insurance on her pol- 
icy after her death and Mrs. Carey 
took up the leasn of the house. There- 
upon Patrick Cook made his insur- 
ance in favor of Mrs. Carey and short- 
ly thereafter was stricken 111 and died. 


Condemn Death Certificate, 


When Miss Cook died a physician 


who had attended her was visited by 
Mrs. Caroy. the pollen say. and asked 
to sign a death certificate for insur- 
ance, attentinK that she died of heart 
disease. As ho had previously attend- 
ed her for heart trouble and knew that 
Bhe was liable to dlo at any moment 
he signed the certificate, though he 
had not boen In attendance on the 
woman just prior to her death. 


Miss Cook died on Aug. 13 and on 


Sept. 33 her brother died suddenly, 
In much the pnrno manner an his nis- 
tor. The police officials say that Mrs. 
Carey secured the insurance. 
After 


tho death of the children the police 
learned that, t.hc 
woman's 
husband 


died suddenly about ten months ago 
nnd by physicians who wore called in 
at various times during the illness of 
the alleged victims they were urged 
to make a rigid investigation. 
Tho 


bodies of Patrick Cook and his sister 
have been exhumed and that of the 
woman's husband will also be disin- 
terred.

title and estate or his brother in favor 
or his son, John Walker Wallop.

Mr. Wallop was born, in 1859. and 


was educated at 
the 
university of 


Cambridge, graduating with the de- 
gree of A. B. 
Subsequently he bcv 


crime private secretary to the gover- 
nor or Tasmania, but fourteen years 
igo he came to Sheridan county. Wy- 
oming, worked for a while as a cow- 
)oy, and later acquired a large ranch 
on Little Goose Creek, twenty miles : 
past of Sheridan. He went to Eng-' 
laud last summer, called there by the 
ileath of his mother, the Countess of 
Portsmouth. While there he 
com- 


bined in a petition with the Earl of 
Portsmouth and others interested that 
the entail on the Portsmouth estates 
be broken in tin- present succession, 
releasing Mr. Wallop as heir, and be- 
stowing the succession on the young 
American boy. John Walker Wallop.

lop's presenting his petition for citi- 
zenship was a contract which he had 
been awarded. 
Some time ago 
he 


erected a big sawmill at Cody, and 
this summer he put in a bid to furnish 
lumber for the Shoshono project dam. 
To his surprise ho was awarded the 
contract, but to hold It he has to be- 
come an American citizen. Hence the 
filing of the papers. Mr. Wallop, how- 
ever, had long intended to become a 
citizen of the republic. Ho Is unpre-

Appellate Court Ruling Looks Bad for 


Indiana Sheriff*. 


[ndianapoliB. Nov. 29.—It Is th» 


opinion of tho 
attorney 
geneal's 


office that thousands of dollars can 


recovered from sheriffs and ex- 


sheriffs by the several counties In 
ho state, under the decision of the 
nppollate court yesterday to tbe ef- 
fect that tho sheriffs, under the fee 
and salary law of 1S95 were not en- 
titled to what is known as "in and 
out. fees." 
The sheriffs, for years, hnve been 


charginc tho county 
2B cents for 


every prisonnr received into the jail, 
If only for tho night, and 25 cents 
for turning him out. 
These two 25 


cent fens were known as the "In and 
out fees," and wore paid

county sheriff on tho theory that he 
should be paid for keeping jail.
